Mike Bihun. a yo. :g bank robber, 
was accidentally killed by the guards’ 
fire as he watched the brief battle. 

Knocked unconscious by a hammer 
wielded by either Jones or Gorda, 
chief keeper Thomas Clayton is in hos- 
pital here in a serious condition. He 
may lose the aight of one eye as the 
result of the severe beating he re- 
ceived. Guard Alfred Fisher, also 
attacked, was less seriously hurt. 

Jones and Gorda revolted as they 
were being escorted across the prison 
yard to their penal celis in a separ- 
ate block of the penitentiary. They 
Snatched hammers, beat down Clay- 
ton and Fisher and were running in 
the direction of other guards when 
they were shot, Neither was badly 
hurt, receiving only flesh wounds in 
the legs.

DRAINING MEANS DROUGHT 
There is interest for the people of Al- 


berta in the fact that Saskatchewan 
is fairly likely to do a great deal of 
re-flooding of old lake bottoms, which 
have been drained at heavy expense 
in past years in order that the land could 
be farmed. As a means of fighting the 
recurrent drought periods in that pro- 
vince it is suggested that the vanished 
lakes be restored, and maintained as water 
areas from which the atmosphere will be 
charged with moisture. 

The lowly and unlovely “slough” is 
thus coming to be recognized as something 
more than a breeding place for ducks. It 
is also a reservoir from which the sun 
draws water that is returned to the sur- 
rounding country as rain. Where land is 
plentiful, and rainfall variable, it is pos- 
sible that the sloughs are worth more as 
sloughs than the lake bottoms as wheat 
land. 

The moral from Saskatchewan's ex- 
perience is that Alberta had better stop 
draining its lakes, as it had better also 
stop sweeping the land clear of trees and 
brush.

MUST DO BUSINESS OR GO BROKE 

Chancellor Bruening says Germany 
would be able to pay its debts if it were al- 
lowed to export its products without hind- 
rance. That is, if other countries would 
buy them; or accept them in payment of 
the debts. 

This comes from the prime minister of 
the country that led the countries in Eu- 
rope along the road of building up national 
economic strength by shutting out foreign 


products and throttling international 
trade. He might, with equal truth, have 


stated the converse proposition; that un- 
less Germany is allowed to sell it cannot 
pay. That in the es is the 
hard fact that has to be faced, and is 
doubtless the fact which the Chancellor 
sought to bring home to Germany’s credi- 
tors by indirect statement. 

Bearing in mind that if Germany can- 
not pay its creditors must also default, the 
relation of trade policies to the present 
situation is tragically clear. Having stran- 
gled trade by “Haman’s ga!lows”’ tariffs, 
the European nations are now confronted 
with the choice of modifying these barriers 
and allowing a revival of commerce, or of 
repudiating their debts and going into gen- 
eral bankruptcy.

at is good advice. Not that we are at 
all likely to find an absolute cure, but that 
any partially effective preventive would 
be so much to the good. 

As for the present depression, no 
amount of pooling of effort can prevent 
that. It is here, and seemingly we shall 
just have to muddle through as best we 
can. But surely the experience is unplea- 
sant enough to inspire some attempt to 
find out how and why the crash came, and 
what may be done to make another less 
likely ten years or so hence. 

In a large way the present wreck of 
world conditions was brought about by 
over-speeding. Production was speeded 
up to the limit, farm production and fac- 
tory production; high pressure salesman- 
ship was speeded up to get rid of the pro- 
ducts; tariffs were built to make speeding 
up profitable where it could not otherwise 
be possible; and on the basis of this 
forced “mass” production companies re- 
doubled their capital, added watered stock 
by the barrel, and prices went sky-rocket- 
ing because the cheerful public assumed 
that boom-time prices and profits would 
last forever. 

It is obvious enough now that the 
pace could not last, and it is not far 
astray to say that the economic machine 
went into the ditch. The problem is how 
to check another spasm of reckless speed- 
ing when it has been extricated and a for- 
ward movement becomes again possible. 

So far as Canada is concerned, Dr. 
Manion and his colleagues can do some- 
thing in that regard, if they will pool their 
efforts with those of the provincial gov- 
ernments and establish some sort of re- 
strictive control over company promotion 
and recapitalization. And unless they do 
that, we may two or three years hence 
have another exhibition of frenzied fi- 
nance, followed in due course by another 
collapse of prices, shutting down of fac- 
tories and opening of soup kitchens.

Ore in the 
Porcupine camp was of higher grade 
than in Jentary, value recovered 
showing an increase despite a decrease 
in tens of ore milled. Manitoba is 
gaining prominezce ss @ gold producer 
and now has four mines actually ship- 
ping.

Milling 
machinery for the Amisk Lake Gold 
syndicate 's being shipped to ite prop- 


‘ity in gold mining. The Premier mine 
ls producing gold at the rate of $60,000 
to $70,000 per month. The capacity 
of its mill is being enlarged from 100 
tons to 300 tons daily and output will 
be substantially increased.

Health and Diet Advice

APPLIED HEDONICS 
How would it be if we lived in a world of eternal 
joy? Woul it grow monotonous? Is the human mind 
capable of sustained heppiness? ‘These are questions 
which would have to be answered with guess-work, 
since we do not have definite facts and proofs to 


judge. Apparently it is normal for us to experience 
alternating periods of >leas- 
antnes and unpleasantness. 
There is an old saying which 
originated some time during 
the dawn of civilization, 
“Start the day laughing and 
you end it crying.” 

Hedonics is the scence 
which deals with the uncer. 
Standing of pleasure or posi- 
tive enjoyment. Applied Hed- 
Onics means knowing how to 
apply the methods which 
bring about happiness. Al- 
though almast everyone be- 
Nieves that happiness is the 
chief goal of life, the pay- 
chologists have not really 
tackied the problem of cb- 
taining permanent happines« 
in anything likea scientific 
method. Most of the theories 
regarding happiness sre at 
the present time but specula- 
tion. Some observers under 
J. C. Flugel kept careful rec- 
ords of their feelings, reecrd- 
ing many times a day their 
reactions over a month's time. " 
The average percentage of 
time spent pleasantly was 50 means we 
per cent; the time spent unpleasantly, 22 per cent; and 
the time spent indifferently, 28 per cent. The records 
also indicated that those who had the most intense 
emotions had the greater amountt of unpleasantness. 
It does not seem to me that the average person is 
really happy 50 per cent of the time. Possiply these 
figures may mislead because the attention and interest 
in keeping records would detract from the unpleasant- 
ness, t 


An important question to be settled in understand- 
ing happiness is whether we can appreciate its sensa- 
tion fully without having periods of experiencing un- 
happiness. Do we value love without having known 
loneliness? Do we recognize the comforts of home 
without having been homeless? Would happiness be 
really enjoyable without the contrast of unhappiness? 

Ancient Hindu philosophers discovered many of the 
workings of the human mind thousands of years ago, 
many facts which are only now being corroborated by 
scientific students of the mind. Amorg their state- 
ments was that unpleasantness can only come through 
attachment to worldly things and desires, and that 
happiness comes with peace of mind. 

We krow that much happiness is brought on by 
mental conflicts where one’s innermost desires are 
frustrated because of environment or beliefs. We know 
also that physical pain is a great cause of unhappiness 
We know that happiness speeds up the metabolism of 
the body and that grief and unpleasantness have a 
definitely injurious effect. Possibly some day we shall 
find that happiness and unhappiness are largely 
rought about through chemical reactions in our body, 
some type of hormone causing feelings of pleasure and 
some type of toxin causing a lack of enjoyment. Dur- 
ng observation of many patients I have noticed that 
some will go through periods of melancholy cr optim- 
ism which seem to be definite symptoms of the progress 
of the diseases from whieh they suffer. 

Some hedonists have declared that happiness has a 
Tejation to the gratification of tmpulses or desires. ‘his 
may be true because the gratifications may take many 
forms, such es suppressions, anticipation, substi:ution, 
ete. Although many of us spend a large part of our 
lives in the search after happiness, we often find that 
the pleasures only leave a bed after-taste. This is 
undoubtedly because we are frequently deluded into 
pursuing temporary indulgences which bring us no 
lasting ocntentment. Some time ago I wrote an article 
about what I cousidered the basic cause of happiness.

Let me add another statistical fact from a school 
census of children who have had to repeat a grade. 
Only 6 per cent of these were right-hended; 12 per 
cent were left-handed, and 16 per cent left-handed 
children forced into right-hendedness, That telis the 
story. 

With the facts before us, let us consider the how 
and why of the result. In the normal nervous system 
the left half of the brain is better adapted w fine 
movements, including those of hand and mouth 
(speech), and the Jeft and brain controls the right 
side of the body. We are not right-handed as the re- 
sult of conditioning but of original nature; the strong- 
ly left-handed are so by reason of @ natura! variation: 
there are grades betweep On the basis of our tend- 
ency we can reinforce and also compensate; a billlard- 
ist cultivates his left arin for certain types of shots: a 
violinist or pianist has the roles of the two handg set 
for him. To force development egainst a natura) tend- 
ency disturbs the balance 

We must not jump to the conclusion that left- 
handedness induces mental disturbance or that left- 
handed persons are in any way peculiar It & always 
Wrong to exaggerate any one factor in so complex « 
matter as mental difficulties, Bear in mind the prin- 
ciple of many contributing factors.

One gang has been operating in and out of Vancouver

“There's no name on the door,” he 
said, “but walk right In as if you were a member, 
There's a big nigger at the door and he may refuse to 
let you in, but if you get in go to the secretary and ask 
him for a credit slip for $10,000. Sign this and tell 
him to buy —— for you. He may refuse, If s0, apolo- 
gise and come out. If he says nothing, it’s all right, 
The syndicate operators all over the continent wil) run 
the stock up by 1 p.m., and we are to unload simu!- 
taneously at 1:15. We should make from $25,000 to 
$50,000.” 

My friend said he did as instructed and at 1:25 the 
“agent” came back to him in a nearby hotel with a bag 
satchel of bills—“more money than I ever saw at one 
time in my life,” he said. 

“We only cleaned up $28,000,” the “agent” said, and 
proceeded to divide the bills into two piles. As he did 
so the “secretary” came in and said, “I'm sorry I shall 
have to hold this money. I find Mr, S— 1s noi a 
member of the Exchange, I ought not to have accepted 
his credit note. However, it is your money, and if Mr. 
S—— will establish a credit for $10,000 in any local 
bank as proof that he could have met his note had éhe 
market cone the other way, I can then pay the money 
over.” 

S—— had actually got $6,000 in his bank and@ had 
wired his wife in California for $5,000 more before he 
told me of the “remarkable experience.” Next morning 
at ten we went to the office of the “International Stock

before the “agent” walked in to the bank with the 
document he had signed.
